The world loves bis songs for he 
sings our own thoughts, 
it isnott.be 
thought in his poems, howe ver, hut 
t he sentiment that lays bold of us. 
lie does not try to solve the problems 
or answer the questions of life. 
D is 
because he sings to t be hearts of men 
and not to their heads that lie is to­ 
day the most 
loved poet. 
He was 
drawn to Nature in her relation to 
j human feelings and caught and com­ 
municated her magical charm. 
In 
11 iawathia he set Med forever the ques­ 
tion of his originality and literary 
power. 
No one save Tennyson is such a 
master of verse. 
Long ago the singer 
was silent but bis influence goes on. 
He sang of what men love, ot what 
men ought to love and of what men 
are better for loving. 
Prof. Butler’s analytical comparison ! 
of Longfellow with othex poet s was j 
very interesting and bis after-talk al-j 
forded opportunity tor questions and ! 
exchange of opinions which were very 
helpful.
